The indications In monetary matters continue
1o point to a prolonged ease, The national
finanoea are working easily, and there is no
pressing demand for money for any of the regu-
lar channels of trade, The Seeretary of the
Treasory will reduce the interest, if indeed he
should not pay off his 5 @ cent. currency de-
posits, on 10 days' notice, on or alter Hep-
tember 1, These depusite amounted on 1#f
Angust to $68 665,400, His 4 P cent. greens
back  deposita 1o the different Clearing
house lianks ot New York, Boston, Philadel
phia, Baltimore, COinelunatl, and Ch'csao,
amounted to $50,000,000, These last he will not
probably disturb. But his present ourrency
balances in the Treasury, and the certainty that
his Income tnxes, nside from other internal and
customs revenues, will be very large in Avgust,
will epable him to pay off all other intersst
bearing certifieates of deposits. He eannot, on
reasonable terms, command for payment any
other cuwrrency obligations. The Compound
Legaltender notes are not to be had except at a
premium on par value and the foll accumulated
interest, The rates of Interest on the strect are
gradunlly lowering, and oall ioans, in some in-
stances, are made s low as 3 per cent,
